TRIUMPHS OK TELEGRAPHY. 


No Increase of Wajjes for the 
San Francisco Street Car 
Strikers. 


¿pedal to the Herald bu the Associated Press. 
San Francisco, December 20.—Judy» 
Maguire rendered a decision to-day iu 
favor of the plaintiff* in the cuse of The 
City of Son Francisco vs. Liverpool, 
London and Globe Insurance Com; any, 
in w hich lie held that the Fireman’s Re­ 
lief Fund Act, passed at tho last session 
of the Legislature, is constitutional. The 
Act in question provides that every 
foreign insurance compauy doing busi­ 
ness iu California shall pay annually 
into the treasury of every county, or 
city and county whore a tire department 
is maintained, 1 pet cent, of its gross 
premiums, which moneys shall be used 
by tho Fire Commission or other body 
governing the fire department to relieve 
the families of firemen injured or killed 
iu the discharge of their duties, or to 
pension disabled or superanuated mem­ 
bers of the department. The suit was 
brought in tho name of the city to 
comptl the London, Liverpool and Globe 
Insurance Company to pay $441.36 into 
the treasury, or 1 per cent, of ils pre­ 
miums for a portion of 1885, the cor­ 
poration having resisted payment for 
the purpose ot testing the constitution­ 
ality of the law.

San F rancisco, December 20.—In ac­ 
cordance with instructions received from 
Washington, Major T. J. Biukeney, 
Superintendent of the Local Life Saving 
Station, to-day commenced an investiga­ 
tion of the disaster to the whaling bark 
Atlant c, which was wrecked on Ocean 
Beach Friday morning last. Capt.T. P. 
Warren, in giving his testimony, among 
other things eaid: 44The cauros of the 
disaster w i re thick fog, heavy aea, strong 
current an I no wind. There was no 
dereliction on the part of the life-saving 
Crew. They gave us every assistance 
they could uuder the circumstances. I 
don’t know how many men were on the 
bark when 1 1 -ft, there m ust have been 
some b low.” Oil being asked, 4*Did 
you give any signal of distress?” he re­ 
plied. “No, the fog whs too thick fjr any 
one to have seen it W e had a small 
cannon on board but 1 did not fire it be­ 
fore the accident because I did not think 
we wore iu danger.”

San F rancisco, December 20.—Rob­ 
ert F. Morrison, President of the Slitter 
Street Railroad Company, has replied to 
the request of the strikiug car men of 
his road asking for more pay, that the 
directors are of the opinion that the pay 
is just and n full equivalent for the ser­ 
vices performed, aud that they see no 
good reoson’for granting the request. 
Owing to the announcement that the 
striking car men would parade yesterday 
under the auspices of the Federated 
Trades, a great crowd of people was at­ 
tracted to the meeting place, which wus 
in front of tho miut on Fifth street. 
After a few speeches it was decided to 
abandon the parade owing to the pub­ 
lished letter of Chief of Police Crow ley 
that if any trouble should result the 
Federated Trades would be held re­ 
sponsible, and to the effect that the 
militia was under arms at the armories. 
No disturbances occurred daring the 
day except the stouing of a few of the 
cars on the Geary street railroad by 
hoodlums. 
A n I m p o r t u n e D e c i s i o n . 
Sacramento, December 20.—Judge 
Me Far laud to-day rendered a decision in 
the case of A. J. Stevens and J. R. W at­ 
son vs. the California Iron and Steet 
Company in favor of the plaintiiTs. 
The plaintiffs some years ago purchased 
§15,000 worth of stock ($7500 each) on 
representations of the agent of said 
company that it was doing a first-class 
business and was in a nourishing condi­ 
tion. 
Finding the business was not as 
represented, plaintiffs sued the compauy 
for their investment, claiming that the 
money was obtained by fraudulent rep­ 
resentations, and that, instead of the 
company beiugin a flourishing condition, 
stock was running down fast.

cision is recognized as being a very im­ 
portant one.

V ict o r ia. B. C . December 20.—Yes­ 
terday tho telegraph office of this city 
was in direct communioatiou with Cape 
Causo, Nova Scotia, via Montreal ami 
New York over tho wires of the Cana­ 
dian Pacido and postal system.

Powderly in One of His 
Open Letters. 


STANFORD IN TERVIEWED. 


Boodler McQuade Sentenced — A 
New Railroad Purchase Will 
Result in a New Title.

P hiladkliiiiia, December 20.—Grand 
M aster W orkman Powderly has ad­ 
dressed a letter to the Committee of the 
United Labor party of this city, in re­ 
ply to an invitation to address the Con­ 
vention of that paity this evening. He 
thanks them for the honor tendered 
him, hut says there are a good ninny 
good reasons why he should decline, 
and adds, “ When the laboring people of 
New York nominated Henry George for 
Mayor, my name was used by partisans 
iu New York to stein the tide. It was 
nrged that I wrote a letter against 
Henry George and that I opposed the 
movement generally. I knew of no 
better way of giving thu lie to all of 
those false statements than to yo 
in person and refute tho charges, in 
going to New York on that occasion I 
madu a departure from my resolution 
which I do not inteud to break again, 
viz: not to speak at a political meeting 
again while I hold the position of chief 
officer of the Knights of Libor. 
At 
New York I spoke as an individual voic­ 
ing the sentiments of united labor aud 
aiul not as a general master workinau of 
tho Knights of Labor. 
While I am 
General Master Workman I will never 
again occupy a place either as a speaker 
or offic r ou a political platform.” 


S E N A T O R S T A N F O R D 
A g a i n I n t e r v i e w e d o n t h e I n t e r ­ 
S t a l e C o i n in e r e e H ill. 
Ciiicalo, December 20.—The Wash­ 
ington correspondent of the Daily Tele, 
grain had an interview with Senator 
Stanford ou the pending Iuter-Statc 
Commerce bill. The Senator eaid: “It 
will have injurious effect ou the Pacific 
Coast. 
W hat tho merchant of the 
Pacific Const wautB, like merchants in 
all other portions of the country, is reg­ 
ularity ot freight rates iu most ot tlie 
merchandise he deals in. Fluctuations 
of freights disturb trade and cause loss 
of profits to shippers who have not had 
advantages of the lowest figures. Long 
experience has shown tbut tho present 
sy.-tein of pooliug is the best method. 
The long and sh irt haul provision of tho 
bill will prohibit railroads from doing 
wholesale business au«l the shippers at 
the competing points will lose the ad­ 
vantage of 
competition. 
Take the 
farmer, for example, who has his crop 
to ship to market: if he lives four miles 
from one road and eight from another, 
be will haul his produce a longer dis­ 
tance if thu railroad there will carry it 
at less than half the price that will be 
charged by the road that is nearer. U u- 
der this bill the road will be compelled 
to charge him a proportionate rate for a 
longer distauce. Tlie road will not suf­ 
fer but the producer and consumer will, 
for one will get less for his product ami 
the latter will be compelled to pay more. 
Men who are engaged iu railroads should 
be allowed to control their property just 
as much as if they had invested it in a 
whisky mill instead.'"

S e n I c u r e d co S e v e n Y e a r s a n d 
9 5 0 0 0 F i n e . 
N ew York, December 20.-E x-A lder­ 
man McQuade was, this morning, sen­ 
tenced to nine years iinprisoument and 
to pay a line of $5000. 
The Recorder said, iu sentencing Mc­ 
Quade: “ Arthur J. McQuade, you have 
been fairly and justly convicted of brib­ 
ery. You were elected to perform a 
public duty and a public trust. Instead 
of doiug 
b o you violated that trust. 
Your character as busiuess man, citizen, 
father, husband is good. 1 have sym­ 
pathy for your wife and family. You 
should have considered them before you 
did wrong. You did uot add to the 
crime of which you have been convicted 
of, as did Jaehnc, by taking the stand 
and committing perjury. I have reason 
to believe you received as much money 
as Duffy did, $10,000. That money is 
not yours. It is not the property of 
your family. If it is left with them it 
will work the inevitable result of ill-got­ 
ten gain. I would advise you to give up 
und pay back to the city the money 
which you received, and I have no 
doubt it would work to your benefit. 
The sentence of the courtis that you be 
confined in the State prison at hard la­ 
bor for the term of seven years, and that 
you pay a tino of $5060." 
During the sentence McQuade stood 
up with his arms folded across bis 
bosom iu the manner habitnul to him. 
McQuade was immediately taken to the 
Tombs, aud, after the usual formalities, 
was locked in a cell.

had purchased the Chicago and St. 
Louis road and all its property and ef­ 
fects, which would hereafter be desig­ 
nated as the Chicago division of tlie 
Chicago, Santa Fe aud California rail­ 
way. F. E. Hinckley, formerly Presi­ 
dent of the Chicago and St. Louis, is 
named as General Maunger; A. H. 
Crocker, General Superintendent; J . B. 
Maloney, 
General 
Freight Agent; 
and 
A. 
M. 
Hinckley, Auditor. 
The goneral offices will 
be 
at 
Chicago. The Chicago, Santa Fe and 
California was recently incorporated to 
build a lino from Streator, 111., to Fort 
Madison, la., ou the Missippi river, 
where it will connect with tliu Chicago 
extensiou of the Atchison from Kansas 
City. It Is understood the above title 
will In time bo assumed for the entire 
Atchison system as beiug more distinc­ 
tive and less local than that of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe. The 
Chicago and St. Louis is to be extended 
from Streator, III, to Galesburg, to 
Fort Madison aud also from Peki , IU., 
to Springfield, where it will connect 
with the St. Louis and Chicago, forming 
a through line to St. Louis,

Suspect­ 
ing Foreman of the deed, he determi ed 
to avenge it, hut was waylaid and shot 
by some of his enemies near Y'ounger's 
Bend, his wounds being considered 
fatul. He was taken to the house, and 
while all the guards were at dinner, 
Sam Starr, wouudcd as he wne, Beiz d a 
Winchester rifle, disarmed bis guard 
un J escaped to Younger Bend, where 
ho lay concealed until his wife, 
thu notorious Belle tStarr, assisted 
him 
to 
escape 
by 
swimming 
the Arkans is river and travelling by 
night to Fort Smith. 
Sum Starr was 
churgil with robbing the United States 
mail, and while here he surrendered 
himself to the authorities, but when 
able to travel Starr ro trned to the na­ 
tion. Saturday be started to Ft. Smith, 
but stopped at a dance near Forman’s 
ranch. 
Ben Forman was there, aud 
Starr demanded pay for the horse 
he had killed, when Forman drew 
his pistol and tired, shooting Starr 
through the heart, starr had out Ilia 
pistol and tired as he fell, the bullet 
broke Forman's neck and both men died 
instantly. This ends one of the oldest 
aud bloodiest feuds of many that have 
existed in the Cherokee Nation; the 
feud that lias lasted fifty years and re­ 
sumed in the death of many men on both 
sides.

San F rancisco, December 20.— Lieu- 
tenant Governor-elect K. W. Waterman, 
of San Bernardino, who is en route to 
attend Lite opening of the Legislature at 
Sacramento, and who is stopping mean­ 
while in Oakland, sud yesterday that 
he did not anticipate any trouble because 
of bis being a Republican elected with 
a Democratic Governor. 
‘ W e aro all 
going to Sacramento,” lie continued, “ to 
work for the interests of the State " He 
stated that the question of irrigation 
should be settled ut once, and was of the 
opinion that the old English law should 
not apply to California. He believed 
the waters of the State should belong to 
the people aud that distribution should 
bu subject to proper regulation. Al­ 
though a party man be sbould rot be 
partisan in bis rulings mid sh<uld try 
to preside over the proceedings of the 
Senate iu an impartial aud satisfactory 
manner, lie said that thu southern 
portion of the State was developing rap­ 
idly aud that the future of the Slate 
was promising. He hoped to see har­ 
mony prevail iu her legislative councils 
and nothing done to arouse a conflict of 
interests or sectional autagonism.

SENATE. 
W a s h in g t o n , December 20.—The mo­ 
tion to hear tbe Pacific Railroad Fund­ 
ing Bill was p stponed as special order, 
uatil tbe second Tuesday in January. 
Hope is expressed that in tbe meantime 
the matter will be taken up in tbe House 
and disposed of in one way or another. 
The Honse bill for tlie relief of the 
survivors of the exploring steamer Jean 
uette, and the widows aud children of 
those who pcri«hed in the retreat from 
tbe wreck of that vessel in tbe Arctic 
seas, was tuken up aud passed. 
The Honse bill to graut the Maricopa 
and Phoenix Railroad Company of Ari­ 
zona, the right of way through the Gila 
River Indian Reservation, was taken up, 
amended aud passed, and coniurencu 
asked. 
Senator Spooner to-day, by request of 
Senator Miller, who is absent, intro­ 
duced a bill to extirpate contagions 
pleuro-pneumonia, foot and month dis­ 
ease aud rinderpest among cuttle, aud to 
facilitate thu exportation of cattlu and 
products of live stock. 
It authorizes 
tbe President to appoint a commission 
of three persons. 
The salary of tbe 
commissioners is fixed a t $5000 per an­ 
num. It makes it the duty of the com­ 
missioners to cause an investigation to 
be made as to the existence of 
contagions 
pk-uro-pneumonia, 
foot 
and mouth disease and rinderpest. 
The Commissioners are required to es­ 
tablish and maintain such quarrantiue of 
animals ou premises or loeulity ns they 
may detiu necessary to prevent the 
spread of disease, and also to cauBe the 
appraisal and destruction of infested or 
oxpOBud animals. It preecribes penalties 
for obstructing tbe Commissioners in the 
performance of their duties, for conceal­ 
ing d;sense and for transporting, or de­ 
livering for transportation tram one State 
to another diseased animals. The bill 
appropriates one million dollars to carry 
its provisions into effee . A similar bill 


w h s introduced in the House to-day by 
delegate Carey from Wyoming, by the 
direction of tbe House Agricultural 
Committee. It is uuderstood th at tbe 
bill was prepared by representatives of 
the Consolidated Cattle Growers’ Asso­ 
c aiion. 
Mr. Vest introduced a substitute for 
the bill to incorporate the Atlantic and 
Pacific Ship Railway Company, and 
stated that it simply provided for tbe 
naked incorporation of tho company, 
without any guarantee by the govern­ 
ment. It was made the special order 
for tbe second Tuesday in January. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. Millard, of New York, introduced 
a bill to repeal all duties ou sugar and 
molasses imported in American vexsels. 
By Mr. Johnston, of North Carolina, a 
resolution instructing tbe Committee on 
Ways and Means to report a bill repeal­ 
ing the internal revenue laws. Mr. 
Morrison introduced a resolution for a 
holiday recess from December 22 to 
January 4, which was referred. 
Under call of States, among the bills 
introduced, was one by Warner, of 
Ohio, to provide for the investment of 
lawful money deposited in the Treasury 
hy the National Banks, for the redemp­ 
tion of their circulating notes.

W ashington, December 20.—Com­ 
missioner Sparks, of tbe General Land 
Otti :e, has received a letter from a law 
firm at W est Plains, Mo., enclosing a 
newspaper paragraph stating that Judge 
Blair, of Wyoming, instructed a jury 
a recent case that a person who has 
made a homestead entry and commuted 
it to cash and afterwards made another 
homestead entry, is, not guilty of per­ 
jury in swearing in the second case 
that he had not previously had the 
benefit of the homestead laws; and 
that 
in 
giving this instruction 
Judge Biuir decided that a person who 
makes and commutes a homestead entry 
does not thereby exhaust bis rights uu­ 
der tho homestead law. In respoae to 
this letter Commissioner Sparks says 
that if such decision has been made it 
will have no effect whatever, unless it 
may be to induce ignorant persons to 
make fraudulent entries. 
By sectiou 
2280 of the Revised Statutes, says tbe 
Commissioner, one homestead entry 
only can be made by oue person, and by 
section 2298 the commutation or that 
entry to cash does not enable bim to 
make another homestead entry, and auy 
decision to the contrary would be in 
direct violation and contempt of the 
statute, and in Judge Blair bus made tbe 
decision attributed to him it will not be 
recognized or respected by this office.

The Loudon Wheat Market— A 
Terrible Collision—A Steam­ 
ship Founders.

L o n d o n, December 20.—Sir Charles 
Russell having concluded his argument 
for Lady Colin Campbell in her divorce 
suit against her husband, the Judge 
proceeded at once to submit the caae to 
thu jury. He said Lord Colin denied 
his wife's cburge of infidelity, which de­ 
pended chiefly on thu testimony of Lady 
Miles. W hatever might be said against 
Lady Miles by the defense, it must be 
admitted she was until lately, Lord 
Colin's friend, that she had done ail i* 
her power to discourage the bringing of 
an action against him and that she only 
took Lady Colin’s part when she became 
convinced that injustice had been dono 
that lady. The testimony given by tho 
doctors that Mary Watson woe virgo in­ 
tacta, did not negative tbe testimony 
given by Lady Miles that she saw Lord 
Colin and the girl in such a position aa 
to wurruut the belief that the pair were 
guilty. The suspicion, however, the 
Judge said, was insufficient if adultery 
was not proved as a fact, and the 
jury were bound to find thut Lord Colin 
was innocent. A t the last trial in which 
Lady Colin secured a decree of separa­ 
tion, it wus shown that Lord Coliu had 
given the plaintiff disease iu such a man­ 
ner as to amount to cruelty, which she 
alleges as a basis of her petition for sep­ 
aration iu the present case. The evi­ 
dence against Lady Coliu depended on 
what the family servant said. 
This 
should be received with suspicion. In 
regard to the Purflect inu.dent, the 
Judge said there were so mauy impor­ 
tant examples of mistaken identity that 
the jury would be compelled to carefully 
consider whether sufficient evidence had 
been adduced to establish the statement 
that the lady who was there with the 
Duke of Marlborough w&s Lady Colin. 
If Neptune Blood's testimony was true 
that be saw' Lady Colin on that day at 
borne, the Put fleet story wus demol­ 
ished. 
Bailer, tho Court thought, should 
have come into court and given testi­ 
mony as to hia innocence, but so long as 
he chose to remain away ther.* was no 
power in England to compel bim to 
come. It would, however, the Judge 
said, be impossible to exaggerate tne 
meanness exhibited by Gen. Buller, If 
bu wus iunoceut, in remaining away 
from tbe Court, because, in »o doing, he 
deserted Lady Colin; but (he Judge 
told the jury they must not take Gen. 
Bullcr’s absence a* evidence of guilt on 
either his or Lady Colin’s part. Re­ 
plying to the question of a juryman the 
J udge said that Gen Buller was beyond 
thu jurisdiction of tho Court, and tbat a 
subpteua could not compel him to attend 
and testify, because, beiug made a co­ 
respondent, liu was protected by a clause 
of tbe law which makes it impossible 
to ask au incriminating question unleaa 
tbe witness was a voluntary oue. 
Thu case was then given to the jury 
and they retired. At 10 o’clock they re- 
turued wish a verdict. Tney found that 
Lord Coliu Campbell bad not committed 
adultery and that Lady Coiiu had not 
committed adultery with any of the co- ’ 
respondents. 
The jury added a rider 
that the conduct of Geu. Buller was un­ 
worthy a gentleman aud officer, aud had 
caused the only difficulty which the 
jury experienced in reaching a decision. 
Thu announcement of the verdict was 
received with applause.
